“AUNT MARY.” 


Wealthy Miser, 


She is Found Dying in the Midst of Filth and 
Squalor—Terrible Scenes of Misery in 
“Bull’'s Alley’—Money Plenty, but No 
Food. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New Tonk. July 9.—Mary Marsh, 
alsoknownas “Aunt Marv” and “Aunty 
Peanuts,” eighty-six years old and reputed 
to be a wealthy miser, was discovered yes- 
terday morning on the verge of starvation in 
her attic room in the rear of No. 166 North 
Fourth street, Brooklyn. She had locked 
herself in the apartment about six days ago, 
and the other tenants, thinking that she was 
dead, yesterday burst open the door. They 
found her reduced to a skeleton, lying stark 
naked on the floor, and barely able to moan. 
A policeman was sent to the house. He 
raised up the woman, who was literally cov- 
ered with vermin, and put her in 
a bed. Then he left her in 
charge of the other tenants, saying that 


he would notify the charity commissioners 
and call again. Up to8 p. m., however, 
neither he nor any of the commissioners had 
appeared. The front building at No. 166 
North Fourth street is we by a livery- 
stable. The rear is known as 
“BULL'S ALLEY,’ 
and is probably the most = ts and pov- 
erty-stricken spot in all Brooklyn. A swing- 
ing door admits one to the alley, a narrow, 
dirt-begrimed passage paved with cobble- 
stones. The alley leads into a yard, and 
facing the latter are two white-washed frame 
shanties. Mary Marsh lives in one of them. 
When a reporter opened the door of Mary 
Marsh’s room, a sickening, stupefying odor 
issued from it that fora moment made him 
stagger. Theroom is abouteight by ten 
feet in extent, and opens into anoth- 
er, smaller in size. Except the 
bed and stove, there was not an article of 
furniture in either room. They were 
cramined with the most heterogeneous mass 
of articles ever seen in a junk shop. There 
were old and broken pots and pans, a dozen 
empty tomato cans, soap boxes, empty bot- 
tles, 7 of iron pipe and bundles of rags 
of all sorts. All these articles were strewn 
about both rooms in confusion, and on all of 
them the dirt rested an inch thick. The bed- 
stead is of painted pine wood, and worn 
with age. Onit was amass of filthy rags 
which supplied the place of bedding. A 
snow-white object stood out fromits dark 
colored surroundings. At first it was mo- 
tionless and it was only when it moved and 
MOANS ISSUED FROM IT 
that the reporter realized that it was a 
human face and head. Imagine the skull of 
an aged person with a transparent skin, with- 
out the least particle of flesh, drawn tight! 
across it, with every bone of the skull — 4 
ing and the eyes staring wildly from out the 
depths of their sockets. Picture this ani- 
mated skull with a head of hair as white a8 
snow, and one will in some measure be a 
to realize the face and features of Ma 
Marsh. As she became aware that there 
were visitors in the room, she raised the torn 
and tattered coverlet her tarm and 
hand, which were as thin almost as those of 
a babe, and revealed the upper portion of 
her body, which was entirely nude, and which 
was thatof a veritable skeleton. She was 
ii full possession of her senses, ** 
able to utter only disconnected words n 
answer to the question how she came to be 
in that condition, one ofthe women present 
said that it was the belief of everybody in 
the house that “Aunt Mary“ had 
DELIBERATELY STARVED HERSELF, 
because she was too — — to satisfy the 
cravings of hunger. She had lived for years 
in the vicinity, and was a well-known char- 
acter. The boys, when plaguing her in the 
street, called her “Aunty Peanuts.“ It was 
not known whether she was married or had 
any children. They had heard that she had 
two nephews. She did nothing for a living, 
but for years had been accumulating all the 
rubbish in the room, never selling anything, 


and never permitting anything to be 
moved. She always had money when 
she wanted any. In the severest 


winter weather she had begrudged herself a 
fire. She never cooked a meal in her room, 
but would buy some cabbage or a few pota- 
toes, and cook thematatirein the room of 
one of the other tenants, and beg the grease 
and drippings from them, with which she 
would make some soup. She was never 
known to buy any meat. She wouid occa- 
sionally send one of the children in the alley 
for some bread, and when they returned 


would charge them with having bought a 
smaller loat and cheated her out of a few 
pennies. Then she 

WOULD FLY IN A RAGE, 

and beat them. ‘Thisshe did so often that 
the children had fairly refused to go on any 
errands for her. She would not permit any 


of her neighbors to K0 into 
her room 11 she could hel it. 
She charged them with wanting to rob her, 


and locked herself in her room day and 
night. It was in that way she came to be in 
her present plight. She had as usual locked 
herself in, and denied herself food so long 
that she was tov weak to leave. ‘The neigh- 
bors heard her moan, but did not pay anv 
attention to it, as she had a habit of doing 
that almost continually, aud was very angry 
when she had been disturbed on previous oc- 
casions. When the door was finally broken 
open the neighbors gave her some cabbage 
and potatoes, which she ate ravenously. The 
reporter then went to the

Further Damaging Testimony in 
the Hill Investigatio

Sharp Cross- firing Between Counsel As- 
sisted“ Emigrants Coming Through Canada 
—No New Office—A St. Louis Visitor. 


The Investigation, 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 9.—Coleman 
opened the proceedings in the Hill investi- 
gation by the presentation of a number of 
Bartlett, Robbins & Co.’s contracts. As he 
offered the first contract he explained that 
the prosecution did not claim that the con- 
tracts were not all right. They did wish to 


show that they had been awarded 
without advertisement, and some 
of them without competition; that 


Bartlett & Robbins got nearly all of them, 
and that they had corruptly been favored in 
the awards of the contracts for supplyin 
heating apparatus for the public buildings o 
the United States. 

‘Totten asked if the counsel proposed to 
follow up this evidence by evidence that 
Hill had been bribed. It made no difference 
otherwise how many contracts Bartlett, 
Robbins & Co. received. Even if they had 
all of them it only tended to show that they 
were good men and did the work honestly. 

Coleman was astounded that a good lawyer 
should expect him toshow that money had 
actually passed between the contractors and 
Hill. If he could so present the facts as to 
lead to the inference that money must have 
passed he would have accomplished all he 
expected in this investigation. 

Totten objected, because the proposed evi- 
dence would make out a charge. 

Coleman called upon the gentleman to 
say whom he represented, 

Totten— I appear for everybody who is 
defendant against this assault you are con- 


ducting.” . 


Coleman insisted upon an answer, and 
Totten said he represented Bartlett, Robbins 
& Co., Mr. Hill, and the Dix Island granite 
company, He had represented the last- 
named company many years. 

Coleman— That is all I want to know— 
how many of these contractors 

ARE INTERESTED IN HILL’S DEFENSE, 
to the extent of providing counsel.”’ 

The prosecution then put in evidence a 
showing that Bartlett, Robbins & Co., or 
Bartlett, Hayward & Co., received nineteen 
contracts for furnishing heating apparatus 
tr public biildings from 1876 to 1883 at an 
aggregate cost of $417,111, upon which there 
was extra work amounting to $109,848, Con- 
tracts were also put in evidence to show that 
during the same period the total cost of all 
the contracts awarded the other firms supply- 
ing heating apparatus was $170,000, 
upon which the extra work amounted to 
$6,000. 

Coleman then offered in evidence the pro- 
posals upon which contracts were awarded 
fon the supply of heating apparatus for the 
bureau of engraving and printing in this 
city. Bartlett, Robbins & Co. bid $31,448, 
while Barber & Co. bid $30,524, the contract 
being awarded to Bartlett, Robbins & Co. A 
number of similar cases were instanced. 

“tere is a curiosity,” said Coleman. It 
shows how the secretary of the treasury has 
been coming to the relief of the defense. He 
then read from the back of a letter from Mr. 
Hill to Secretary Folger dated after the filing 
of the charges in this case submitting a 
statement in regard to tae heating aparatus 
for the Charleston, West Va., court-house 
with the following endorsement by Secretary 
Folger. ‘‘Upon the facts found in the with- 
in statement I decided to accept the proposal 
of Bartlett, Robbins & Co. as the surest and 
best for the interest of the government.” 

“Bring him in!“ exclaimed Totten. ‘Here 
is a chance for the gentleman to bring 
another spectfication.’ . 

Coleman remarked that he supposed the 
secretary had indorsed the paper in that way 
to show his approval of what Hill did, by 
doing the same thing himself. 

Charles P. Wannell then took the stand to 
identify a number of vouchers showing the 
payments to Bartlett. Robbins & Co., and 
Bartlett, Hayward & Co. 


Why Haugh was Killed. 

WASHINGTON, D. C. July 9.—The depart- 
ment of justice has received further informa- 
tion from Jefferson, Texas, relating to the 
assassination of Judge Haugn, the main wit- 
ness of the government in the impending 
case for violating the election laws. The 
writer says that threats have been made by 


the defendants in these cases to the effect 
that they will not be prosecuted by the gov- 
ernment, that when they go into court they 
will go armed, and if the trial should result 


in a conviction they will kill 
the court and everybody connected 
with it. The assassination of Judge Haugh 


has given rise to considerable uneasiness 
there, and itis not known how soon others 
may go the same way. The writer asks that 
his name be not used in this matter, for 
should it be known he would not live to see 
sunshine again. 


No New Office. 

WASHINGTON, July 9.—The attorney-gen- 
eral has given an opinion to the secretary of 
the treasury that it was not the intention of 
the act to prevent the importation of adul- 
terated and spurious teas to create a new 
office to meet the requirement that all teas 
entered for importation shall examine! 
before passing from the control of the cus- 
toms authorities. He says the fifth sectfi®n 
of the act refers to the appraisers and reve- 
nue officers as already provided by law.

CRITTENDEN announces in an official 
interview that he intends to enforce the Sun- 
day clause of the DowNINnG law to its very 
last letter,” if he has the power, and that he 
has no doubt as to his power. In this con- 
nection he speaks of his reverence for the 
Sabbath, but declares that it is not his Sab- 
batarian ideas, nor yet his own private views 
of the Sunday law, but his oath of office, 
which impels him to enforce that law vigor- 
ously. He says: 

One of the first articles in my political creed is 
to enforce all laws, and the enforcement will 
speedily determine whether or not they should be 
repealed. When a law officer winks at the viola- 
tion of any statute or part ot a statute, he fur- 
nishes the lawless classes with a club with which 
to pound society, and adds one more to the many 
stumbling-blocks that already lie in the way of 
justice. 

Now Gov. CRITTENDEN hag been many a 
time reminded of the fact that his adminis- 
tration has set the example of permitting Mr. 
JAY GouLD and his partners to consolidate 
the management of parallel and competing 
roads in Missouri, contrary to the most ex- 
plicitand emphatic mandates of her consti- 
tution and statutes. Has he ever hinted to 
any official under him the _ propriety 
of enforcing these laws, or caused a single 
investigation to be made ora single step to 
be taken in that direction? Whena law 
officer winks at notorious violations of con- 
stitution and statutes by Mr. GouLD and his 
mighty corporations, does he not furnish 
the lawless classes a club with which to 
pound society?“ Does he not add one more 
to the many stumbling-blocks that already 
lie in the path of justice?” Because rich 
corporations have no soul to save, must 
they be allowed to disregara all hu- 
man law but their own sense of power 
and expediency? Gov. CRITTENDEN has 
strained his legal authority to the utmost, 
and perhaps exceeded it, in his efforts to pro- 
tect them from highway robbery, and a little 
of the same zeal in enforcing the law against 
them would lend an appearance of consist- 
ency at least to his new departure on the 
subject of the Sunday law. 

Gov. CRITTENDEN admits that he shrunk 
from the enforcement of the Sunday clause 
in the old dram-shop law till it was reén- 
acted in the Downing law. His predecessors 
in office had made it a dead letter by failing 
to enforce it, and he admits. that he followed 
their example for the purely personal 
reason that any active steps towards en- 
forcing it would be construed as fan- 
aticism on his part. Its reénactment, how- 
ever, makes him alone responsible if it 
should again become a dead letter, and 
awakens his previously sleeping conscience 
to the obligations of his oath. 

The simple fact is, that the clause was re- 
enacted because it always had been a dead 
letter, and never was, or was intended to be, 
literally and universally enforced. A ieral 
enforcement of the law against all business 
but works of necessity or charity’ on Sun- 
day, would impose hardships which no city 
population on the continent could or would 
stand. To close up the bdeer-gardens and 
beer-saloons of St. Louis on Sunday would 
be to close up the boarding-houses of a great 
many people, and make Sunday a day of im- 
prisonment and torture, instead of a refresh- 
ing holiday to nearly half of her working peo- 
pie. If Gov. CRITTENDEN thinks he can en- 
force the Sunday law to such an extent in 
this eity, he is not only d oomed to disappoint- 
ment, but we believe his experiment will do 
more harm than good. 

So far as the DOWNING lawiaa new law 
it is entitied to respect and obedience, and 
an earnest effogt should be made to enforce 
it. But the real friends of high license and 
and strict regulation as antidotes to the pro- 
hibition mania, should beware of making 
this DOWNING law a mere pack-horse for 
Sabbatarian fanaticism. It is an open secret 
that the opponents of this new law propose 
to render it unpopular and secure its repeal 
by overloading its enforecment with howls 
for the enforcement of the old dead letter 
enactments which seem to have been in- 
jected into it for no other purpose but to kil 


A PARTY OR A MOB? 

Nobody denies that the Iowa republican 
‘platform means prohibition, but the breth 
are at variance among themselves as to 
what they are going to do aboutit. The edi- 
tor of the Des Moines Register interprets the 
platform in connection with the nomination 
of Judge Reep over Judge Day, and looks 
forward to a re-organization of the supreme 
court and a new decision reversing the 
judgment of that court and restoring the 
dead amendment to life. The Burlington 
Hawkeye points out how the court may be 
packed with a prohibition majority by elect- 
ing Rexp in place of Day and increasing the 
number of judges from five to seven, thus 
changing the status of the supreme bench 
from four to one against the amend- 
ment to four to three for it. On 
the contrary, the Dubuque Times and the

LOUISE MICHEL. 

The last sentence pronounced against 
Lovise Mi1caHEx is, in view of all the testi- 
mony in the case, but little less cruel than 
that under which Joaw of. Arce perished. 
Lovis is a monomaniac, made so by her 
own sufferings and by her sympathy with 
the sufferings of her pauper countrymen. 
Her brain is evidently scorched with the 
fanatic ardor of her convictions, and she 
may be too dangerous a person to be at lib- 
erty in such a city as Paris, but the whole 
history of her life proves her a sincere 
and self-sacrificing patriot and humani- 
tarian whose ambition and insane dream 
it is to die a martyr to the cause of 
the people and the regeneration of 
France. To sentence such a woman 
to a long term of imprisonment at hard labor 
like a common felon, because she was con- 
spicuous in a strike which became a riot, is 
not creditable to the humanity or justice of 
French law. Surely*some less cruel and less 
degrading form of restraint would have bet- 
ter secured the state against any danger to 
be apprehended from her conduct or exam- 
ple. When questioned at her trial, she said: 

There were 60,000 workmen out of work, who 
assembled merely to confer quietly. I expected 
that they would have been swept away by the can- 
non, so I went to die with them. It would have 
been cowardly not todo so. Isimply wished the 
cry for work of the suffering thousands to reécho 
throughout Paris. The black flag is the flag of 
strikes nnd of famine. I waved it constantly. I 
did not stop before any baker’s shop, and directed 
no pillage, but I would have done so if it would 
have procured bread permanently for the desti- 
tute. 

When Henri Rocuerort took the stand 
as a witness he said he could believe no ac- 
cusation of pillage directed against LoulsE 
MiengLl. As her fellow-convict in New 
Caledonia in 1871, he narrated the sacrifices 
she made for her companions in misfortune. 
She begged him to desist, saying that 
she could listen to insults, but not to praises. 
ROCHEFORT, however, continued telling how 
she gave up her own rations to nourish oth- 
ers, went barefooted, made her quarters a 
hospital for the sick and wretched, and de- 
voted her hours of rest to nursing them. 
The punishment of a common thief or mur- 
derer is now the doom of this woman, and, 
while humanity revolts at the cruelty of it, 
the moral effect of her martyrdom will only 
make her teachings and example more im- 
pressive to the rabble of Paris.

THERE is some talk of a compromise per- 
mitting Mr. RANDALL to take the speaker- 
ship nomination unopposed, provided he will 
respect the wishes of a majority of the house 
democrats in constituting the ways and 
means committee. It is hardly worth while 
to discuss the morality of such bargains 
since it is an open secret that even worse 
ones enter into nearly every election of the 
speaker. When Mr. Kerr was elected there 
was as Wide a difference among democrats on 
the currency question as there is now in regard 
to the tariff question, Mr. KERR was notin 
harmony with the majority of his party, but 
it was understood that ne would, and he cer- 
tainly did, constitute the committee so as to 
represent the majority.

The Sunday Law. 
Sr. Lours, July 9, 1883. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I see by the newspapers that a meeting of the 
board of police commissioners is to be held next 
Tuesdav for the purpose of considering the Sun- 
day law. Now, if the same isto be strictly en- 
forced, what will be the effect? Section 1,578 of the 
Revised statutes of Mo., of 1879 reads: “Every 
person who shall either labor himself, or compel 
or permit his apprentice or servant, or any other 
person under his charge or control, to labor or 


perform work, other than the housework affairs of 
daily necessity, or other work of necessity 
or charity, or who shall be guilty of shooting 
game or shooting on the “first day 
of the week, commonly called Sunday, 
shall be deemed guilty of a _ misdemeanor, 
and fined not exceeding fifty dollars.” Section 
1581 prohibits the sale, or exposing for sale, of 
any goods, wares or merchandise, from which 
only (by section — drugs, medleines, provisions 
or other articles of immediate necessity are ex- 
cepted. A strict enforcement of these provisions 
of the law would prevent the running of steam or 
street railways, the printing, issue and sale of 
newspapers, the hiring out of carriages, 
the hair-dressing and shaving by barbers, the 
sale of cigars a water.etc., on Sunday, and even 
a person owning a carriage and having acoachman 
could not order him to harness up or permit bim 
to drive out to church or for pleasure without vio- 
lating this law. It the law is to be enforced, it 
should be enforeed impartially and against all 
—— violating it; and measures will be taken 
o prevent a discrimination. L. G.

to Belleville to attend the grand annual picnic of 
Star division, No, 9, Uuiformed rank of Knights 
of Pythias. It was well attended; the railroad 
company seni out four trains—five, six, eight and 
nine carloads of people. On the return the five 
o'clock train took some few back, the six, seven, 
eight and nine o’clock trains never came, A train 
of about four cars and a baggage car came at 7 p. 
m. The locomotive was sent in and left the cars 
on a side track until 9:45, when the reguiar train 
from Cairo took us to St. Louis. We were packed 
in the cars like sardines. ‘The conductor and 
brakemen absented themselves for the space of 
three long weary hours, there was no one to keep 
the rowdies off the train and no protection for 
women and children. not even a glass of water to 
drink, Some ladies were so very weak and over- 
heated that they fainted. I think, and so do a 
thousand more, thatit was a direct outrage to 
treat us that way. The citizens of Belleville 
treated us well,and condemn the action of the 
company in acting that way. 1 was told by an 
employe that the reason we were left that way 
was simply to save one-fourth day’s pay for the 
extra locomotive; the regular train men all had to 
double up to bring us to Belleville. We were told 
before we engaged the grounds that we would be 
treated the same way as the order of “Harugari.” 
Many were left over night, to get home as best 
they could in the morning. We only ask what is 
right, for the sake of our wives, mothers, daugh- 
ters and little children. We shall never travel on 
the Cairo Short line again. KNIGHT.

How this also affects the bond of the as- 
signee is worthy also of more than a passing 
notice. The condition of the assignee's 
bond is here given from sec. 363 of the re- 
vised Missouri statutes: The conditions of 
this obligation are such that if the above 
bou.d assignee of shall in all 
things discharge his duties as assignee of 
aforesaid, and faithfully execute the 
trust confiled to him, then the above obliga- 
tion to be void; otherwise to remain in fuil 
force.“ (Gen 8.

WAR FOR ROCKS. 


Contractors. 


The Latter Fined for Contempt—Quarrying 
from a Public Street The Court Proceed- 


"ings. 


The war between the city and three quar- 
rying firms, Caspar Stolle, Heman Bros. 
and Skrainka & Vieths, is attracting much 
attention. Briefly put. the situation is this: 
The firms in question bave been quarrying 
rock upon the property of the city. In 
Stolle’s case it is an alley that is being cut 
away, and in the case of the other two it is 
Commercial street, between Brooklyn and 
Lebaume streets. At present Skrainka & 
Vieths’ quarry is under twenty feet of water, 
and work has been suspended. Last week 
Caspar Stolle was enjoined by Judge Lubke 
from taking more stone out of the alley be- 
tween Main and Second and Brooklyn and 
Lebaume streets. Notwithstanding this, he 


continued work in defiance of the order, and 
was, on Friday, arrested for contempt of 
court and fined. On Saturday 

AN INJUNCTION WAS GRANTED 
against Heman Bros., and all the employes, 
including the foreman, were personally 
served by adrputy sheriff. This morning, 
despite the notice, a gang of seven men were 
engaged in removing rock from Commercial 


street. M. L. Bates, the quarryman at Mad- 
ison and Main streets, at once in- 
formed City Counselor Bell of the 


fact, which was also witnessed by a Posrt- 
DISPATCH reporter who accompanied Mr. 
Bates on the trip. The counsellor requested 
Mr. Bates to make an amdavit hto the fact, 
which was done at once, and ,expressing his 
indignation at the manner in which the city 
authority was being set at defiance, Mr. Bell 
at once started for the Court4hou,se, and in 
a few minutes attachments/ for contempt 
were issued and piaced in thy hands of the 
sheriff.

from Commercial! street, adjoining the quar- 
ry of Skrainka & Veith, 2,500 cubic yards 
may still be quarried, about 10,000 cubic 
yards from the same street adjoining the 
quarry of Heman Bros. and about 2,000 eu- 
bic yards from the alley adjuining Caspar 
Stolle’s quarry.

Mr. Beil 
then went before Judge Lubke and secured 
an injunction which was served June 
20 by a deputy sheriff, Mr. Bell accompany- 
ing him. The party had hardly left the 
quarry when the men resumed work on the 
forbidden ground. The proceedings in con- 
14 were then commenced. In the mean- 
while two of the trespassing ürms played 
nicely into the hands of the city. 
SKRAINKA @& VEITHS 
had alrendy taken nearly 10,000 yards of 
stone out of Commercial street, when the 
Hemans, whose quarries adjoin theirs, also 
commenced to take stone out of tue street. 
Skrainka & Veiths thereupon commenced an 
ejecument and damage sult against the He- 
mans, who, in delending the suit, set up the 
claim that the property wuien it was sought 
to make them vacate is a public street. Tais 
fact was established and the suit dismissed. 
The city counsellor had the quarrymen just 
where he wanted them, and the next 
day entered suits against the 
three firms for ejectmenl, for payment 
for the amount % stone removed, and 
for $5,000 damages in each instance. And 
that is the way the matter stands. ‘The 
stone carried away is valued at over $2,600. 
The quarrymen will bitterly contest the sults 
against them, and in, the meantime show 
very little disposition to ubey the orders of 
the court. The mayor is much worked up 
over the matter and has instructed Mr. Bell 
to vigorously push the prosecution.

At the first glance the picture revealed a er" 
fect embodiment of the thought of the poet, a 
living realization of the only romantic incident

ANCIENT RUINS IN SONORA, 


One of the Recently Discovered Lost 
Cities of Mexico. 
From the Tucson Citizen. 


Ancient ruins have recentiy been diseoy- 
ered in Sonora, which, if reports are true, 
surpass anything of the kind yet found on 
this continent. Theruins are said to be about 
four leagues southeast of Mazdalena. There 
is one Dyrawid which has a base of 4,350 feet 
and rises to the height of 750 feet; there is a 
winding roadway from the bottom leading 
up on an easy grade to the top, wide enough 
lor carriages to pass over, wuich is said to 
be twenty-three miles in length; the outer 
walls of the roadway are laid in solid ma- 
sonry from huge blocks of granite in rubbie, 
and the circles are as uniform and the grade 
a3 regular as they could be made at this date 
by our best engineers. The wall, however, 
is only occasioually exposed, being covered 
over with the debris and earth, and in many 
blaces the sahuaro and other indigenous 
plants and trees have groWn up, giving the 
pyramid the appvearauce of a mountain. To 
the east of the pyramid a short distance is a 
sinall mountain about the same size, which 
rizes to about the same height, and, if re- 
ports are true, will prove more interesting to 
the archeologist than the pyramid. There 
seems tu be a heavy layer of a species of 
gypsum about half-way up the mountain, 
which is as white as snow, and may be cut 
into any conceivabie shape, vat suf- 
ficiently hard to retain its shape after 
being cut. In this layer of stone 
a people of an unkuown age have cut 
hundreds upon hundreds of rooms, from 5x10 
to 16 or 18 feet square. These rooms are cut 
out of the solid stone, and so even and true 
are the walls, floor and ceiling, so plump aud 
level, as to defy variation. There are no 
windows in the rooms and but one entrance, 
which is always frum the top. The rooms 
are about eight feet higu from floor to ceil- 
ing; the stoue is sv White tuat it seems al- 
most transparent, and the rooms are not at 
all dark. Ou the walls of these rooms are 
numerous hieroglyphics and representations 
of human forms, with hands aud feet of hu- 
man beings cut in the stone in different 
places. ut, strange to say, the hands ail 
have five iugers and one thumb, and the feet 
have six toes. Charcoal is found on the 
floors of many of the rooms, which would 
indicate that they built fires in their houses. 
Stoue implements of every description are to 
be found in great numbers in and about the 
rvows. ‘The houses or rooms are one above 
the other, three or four stories high; but be- 

ween each story there is a jog or recess the 
fuil width of the room below, so that tuey 
present tue appearance of large steps lead- 
ing up the mountain. Who these people 
were and what age they live in must be au- 
swered, if answered at all, vy the “wise men 
of the East.“ Some say they were the Au- 
cestors of the Mayus, a race of Indians who 
still iuhabit Southern Sonora, who have blue 
eyes, fair sxin and light hair, and are said to 
be a moral, industrious and frugal race of 

eople, who have a written language and 
— something of mathematics.

Hugh of Lincoln.

The trial of the Jews accused of murder- 
ing a Christian child and of mixing her blood 
with their passover bread, which began 
nearly a fortnight ago iu a small city of Hun- 
gary, is almost precisely similar in detaiis to 
that of the ninety-two Jews who were tried 
in Westminster, A. D. 1250, charged with the 
murder ot Hugh of Lincuin, a boy of eight, 
Huy..’s body being found in tue well of a 
tebrew usurer, it was deciared that he had 
been crucified by the principal Jews of Eu- 
giand and his biood mixed with their bread; 
whereupon the boy was elevated into a saint, 
whose bones had healing qualities. Eighteen 
of the Jews, who were mad enough to de- 
mand that they sheuid not be judged by 
Christians alone, were sentenced by Henry 
III. to be drawn in his presence, which was 
done, we are told, in the morning, and after 
the king had his dinner they were quar- 
tored.“ ‘The property of the ninety-two 
Jews Was seized by the rapacious Queen El- 
eanor, Which conc.usivon explains tue whole 
story from the beginniug. The famous burna- 
ing of Jews iu Brussels, in 1370, grew out of 
a similar charge, only there it was the sacred 
wafers that were profaneiy stabbed and im- 
mediateiy became alive, spouting blood with 
groans aud cries. In short, whenever the 
nouey or land of the Jews was wanted by 
the king or the church in any European 
country this storv of the murdered chiid and 
passover bread has cropped up. If the re- 
ports are true of the present trial iu Nyite- 
ghyhaza, it wiil prove quite as effective in 
wringing money out of tae Jews as it has 
ever done.

John O'Grady, 
with Colonel Easton of Chicago, 
appearing for the St. Louis and Western 
Railroad company, moved in a petition filed 
against Daniel Dillon, trustee, that the sale 
be restrained. The St. Louis and Western 
Railroad company is better known in this 
State as the Laclede and Fort Scott Railroad 
company. Its corporate name was changed 
in June, 1881. The property is valued in its 
present condition at $750,000. The petition- 
ers alleged thatin December, 1879, Michael 
Kinealy entered intoa fraudulent arrange- 
ment with the directors of the road, 
whereby they gave him a bond 
for $10,000, secured by a first 
mortgage on the road. The petitioners al- 
lege furthermore, that this proceeding was 
void because it was without consideration. 
That the special meeting for taking such 
action was not legally called, and the action 
was not ratitied by the stockholders of the 
company. 

An order of court issued restraining the 
sale announced to take place to-day under 
the pope og providing that bond in the 
sum of one thousand doilars was furnished. 
Mr. O'Grady called J. W. Paramore to the 
witness stand as surety, and he was put 
through a long course of questioning 
by Mr. Kinealy. Mr. Paramore 
said that he was worth probably 
from half a million to a million dollars. He 
owned the property on Lucas place where 
the family reside. There is an incumbrance 
of $10,000 on that property. The court ac- 
cepted the bond and the sale did not take 
piace.
